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D uring the past two weeks I have been 
'roughing it” w ith an old friend, who has 
a ranch about seven miles above Smarts- 
ville, in the foothills. 
I say I have been “roughing it,” because 
my old friend Jack had just had his house 
and all his other buildings swept away in 
a jiffy by a forest fire, and the accommoda­ 
tions for man and beast at Jack’s house are 
not luxurious ju st now. 
But the weather 
is extrem ely salubrious at present, and 
camping-out under a tree, with an abund­ 
ance to eat and a spring of cold mineral- 
spring water, is a state of existence filled 
w ith more than the average amount of en­ 
joym ent, health and recuperation. 
T he forest fires which “swiped” the 
whiskers from the face of the earth from 
near Mooney F lat to the Oregon House, in 
Y uba couuty, burned several buildings 
and totally destroyed the grass and all the 
brush fences th at it came across it fol­ 
lowed to their source and annihilated 
them . 
My old friend Jack was away from 
home when the tire crept into his ranch 
and reduced his wardrobe to two rough 
shirts and a pair of spring-bottom pants, 
but he was not discouraged. “The fire has 
cleared the brush from thirty acres of new 
ground, anyhow,” was all he said, and off 
he went to get a carpenter, a stove and 
provisions, and just six days from the oc­ 
currence of the fire the stove was in opera­ 
tion under a fig tree and Jack was cooking 
slapjacks thereon; and the carpenter was 
ham m ering and sawing, aud swearing and 
sweating, like a parrot engaged in a 
friendly fracas with a monkey. 
Jack is a fair sample of the average 
N evada county foot-hill rancher. 
H e is 
always at work, always cheerful, always 
generous and big hearted, and ready to do 
any reasonable thing to help and oblige a 
friend, or anybody else. 
H e never gets 
very badly discouraged when the crop is 
poor, but hopes for a better result next 
year, and he takes care of his dollars. 
But 
he is not stingy. 
H e is a fair sample, as 
I said before, of the average foot-hill 
rancher. 
I sometimes wonder why young men, 
like Jack, who have all the world before 
them , are blessed with an abundance of 
brains and muscle, are content with ranch­ 
ing in the foot-hills. 
Jack and I were 
both born on ranches, and we both had 
the same chances, and we should have 
both become ranchers, but we didn’t, and 
to this day the fine points of a Leghorn 
pig, a Berkshire rooster or an Angora trot­ 
ter are things that I cannot see nor under­ 
stand. 
As a rancher I proved a very suc­ 
cessful failure early in my youth, although 
I had Jack near me as a pattern, and he 
t was always coming out ahead. 
But in 
those days neither of us had ever looked 
for type-lice in a form nor lieen out on a 
wild-goose chase in search of a nonpariel 
shooting-stick. 
T hat joyous experience 
was reserved for me, and to-day Jack is 
the possessor of many broad acres, many 
head of horses, cattle, turkeys, etc., and I 
am just about as poor as a pint of chicken 
soup strained through a wool hat. 
Camping out at Jack’s ranch was very 
nice. 
We had an abundance of fresh air. 
W e ate our meals of fried (apples, fricassed 
cabbage, 
grilled 
biscuit, boned 
army 
bacon and stewed ragout of jack-rabbit, 
sm othered in old-fashioned overall g ravy, 
from the top of a large box, once 
the 
residence of a famous old top-knot hen, 
who hatched out fourteen ducks’ eggs, and 
then kicked the young ducks to death 
scratching for worms. 
O ur bed was a voluptuous affair, com­ 
posed of eight straws and a feather, and in 
it Jack and 1 passed many happy even­ 
ings, smoking Blackleg tobacco and dis­ 
cussing the best remedies for the turnip 
scale, phylloxera among sheep, the ease 
w ith which blackrot 
could be driven 
from the poultry by a free use of asa- 
fu-dita, the proper way to curry a cow and 
other m atters of thrilling interest. 
Occasionally we helped the carpenter 
lay the joists on the rafters, or got the 
slantandicular of his floor for him, or took 
the wind out of the window-casing, or 
m ortis.d a keyhole or two for him, grotmd 
his saw -for him, oiled his try-square and 
helped him cut:-. 
Som e ¡mes we saddled a couple of stout 
cobs ami jogged away into the circum­ 
jacent country and discussed politics with 
the neighbors. 
It was in this way that I 
learned that the Chief Executive is not 
the highest office in America. 
T hat old 
yarn about every boy being considered by 
his parents as the President of the future 
is all rubbish. 
T he greatest honor, I find, 
lies in being elected to the office of Hoad 
Overseer. 
T he President of the U nited 
States may think lie has reached the high­ 
est round in the ladder of fame, but there 
is still another round above him, and un­ 
less he is willing to give up the giddy 
W ashington throng, the spicy W ashington 
life ami the exhilarating W ashington ma­ 
laria, and spread his blankets in the rural 
districts of N orth-Central California and 
get elected Hoad Overseer, he can never 
expect to look u’erall the wide, wide world 
and say that all that remains of fame and 
honor is the editorship of a country paper. 
I find th at the Boad Overseer is a mighty 
man here in the foothills, where there are 
roads to oversee, and the salary is not in 
excess of tne bounty paid quarterly by the 
county for coyote scalps. 
In the language of Napoleon, when re­ 
ceiving one of the new applicants for a 
membership in the old guard, “overseeing 
is a fat racket,” and nearly nine-tenths of 
th e rising generation of sturdy yeomen 
who infest the foothills of Nevada county 
arestriving for the office. 
The other tenth 
wants work on the road, and amuses itself 
bv clamoring for new bridges, a bounty on 
gophers and a flour mill for every quarter 
section of land. 
I may be a little “off,” 
as they would say in Chautauqua, but I 
believe w hat I have set down as truth will 
be accepted as such when the reader sees 
my name at the bottom. 
Jack and I also made a pilgrimage to 
M arysville one day, to pull the tail out of 
the elephant, and’ lay in a new supply of 
overalls, bandana shirts aud syrup of 
squills for the blue jays that are eating all 
the fruit in Jack’s orchard. 
My appearance, unexpectedly as it was, 
created no stir in the city of Marysville, 
and the few random remarks I had re­ 
hearsed on the road were not required. 
M arysville is a very neat, progressive 
citv, and carries on quite a trade with 
Y uba City, OrovtLle, ami the northern part 
of the State. 
There are two leading or­ 
gans in the town—the Appeal aud the 
Democrat, and I strolled into their sanc­ 
tum s w ith the intention of grasping the 
horns of the altar and steadying myself 
w hile I listened to the music, but both 
th e organists had gone out of town, some­ 
where, aud the boys who turned the 
cranks of the bellows could not say when 
thev would return. 
M arysville has a Boomerang Club. The 
members of this club speak of themselves 
as the original and only boomerangists of 
the Pacific coast. 
The object of the club, 
go I was informed, is the furtherance of 
physical development among the higher 
and knobblest knobs of Yuba county, and 
oulv the most exclusively exclusive young 
men are adm itted as members. 
At present 
the club numbers forLy memliers. 
One 
hundred genuine A ustralian boomerangs 
have been sent for, aud a real A ustralian 
native with a bonafide A ustralian kanga­ 


roo will be shipped in the same box with 
the aforesaid weapons. 
As soon as the boomerangs arrive O. O. 
B. P. C. will place itself under the instruc­ 
tion of the genuine Australian, and the 
first practice game with the real A ustrali­ 
an kangaroo will be played near Posey’s 
ranch, west of town. 
As I went out, en route for home, I met 
the O. O. B. P. C. comiDg into town from 
practice. 
At present the club has no boomerangs, 
but uses monkey-wrenches, and practices 
upon jack-rabbit8. 
A party of stout, 
healthy young men, armed with patent 
double-action, 
choke-bored, 
pistol-grip, 
lancy-checked-stock, reboundiug-lock, 32- 
caliber, central-fire monkey-wrenches, in 
full blast after a jack-rabbit covered with 
wens, is a sight worth going some distance 
to see. 
A few days ago Jack and I went out into 
the woods just before dark and chopped 
down a bee tree by way of relaxation. 
“In the country,” said Jack, “we have 
many innocent little pleasures, one of 
which as you know is the cutting of bee- 
trees. 
After we have stored away a suffi­ 
cient stock of back-aches for the winter 
we like to unbend a little, now and then. 
For instance, after a hard day in the field 
we postpone the hour of retirem ent from 
eight to nine o’clock, and go down to the 
duck-pond and wash ourselves, or rock a 
polecat to death, or cut a bee-tree.” 
When we had pailed the Worcester­ 
shire cow, and put the hens to bed we 
took an ax, knife, two buckets, a candle, 
a smudge, and several yards of mosquito- 
bar, and were soon at war with the busy 
little bees. 
Cutting the tree down was an 
easy task, but the fun began when Jack, 
who was master of ceremonies, hacked a 
big hole into the trunk of the tree and ex­ 
posed the honey. 
Q uite a crowd of bees 
emerg» d and prodded us in various places, 
and 1 went oil' to a distance and sat down 
to rest. The bees had their guns loaded 
for bear, and in a short time Jack had the 
worst of the fight. 
Then he came over to 
me and persuaded me to go back und hold 
the candle for him, and I went. 
Then the 
bees found a hole in my trousers and went 
in to investigate, and I told Jack I would 
retire from the contest. Jack said he 
guessed he would retire, too. 
Then, with a sudden burst of enthusi­ 
astic bravado, I told Jack th at if he would 
lend me his pants, and fix the mos­ 
quito bar over my head, I would take out 
the honey myself. 
The exchange was soon 
made, and I went up and slashed at the 
honey-comb with the knife. 
A few mo­ 
ments later, if you had been in the vicinity 
armed with a lantern, you m ight have 
heard a noise like the confusion of many 
tongues, with snapping and popping of 
teeth, the falling of trees, and a stamping 
and thum ping of feet, as though a Sixth 
W ard political boss had carried the day, 
and dropped it on some other man’s corns; 
and you m ight have seen a tall, angular 
man, with eight yards of mosquito bar 
around his head, and a knife in his hand, 
dashing hither and thither, mostly thither, 
uttering fiendish screeches and bloodcurd­ 
ling yells, trying ever and anon to jum p 
over trees and dive under rocks, and tear 
his ears out by the roots, while another i 
man, clad in a rough shirt and convict- ’ 
striped unmentionables, dar ed here and 
there, like an ignis fatuus, running into 
bushes and occasionally butting his head in­ 
to trees, as though he had let him self out as 
a stump extractor, and had not any idea as 
to where he was to begin nor when he was 
to stop. 
But we persevered, and got that 
honey—two big buckets full of it. 
Jack 
carried it home, and I held the end of one 
of his suspenders and followed. 
My eyes 
were tired, and my nose had taken unto 
itself the shape of a large ripe B artlett 
pear, with the stem end affixed to my face, 
and my whiskers were all swelled up on 
the ends.

T he work on Japanese pottery just pub­ 
lished in Liverpool by Jam es Bowes, con­ 
tains 500 seals and marks in fac simile, 
many hundred cuts, fifteen plates in auto­ 
type’ and for the special edition a score of 
plates printed in gold and colors. 
It is a 
companion to his “Kerauiic A rt of Japan,” 
but more splendid. 
According to the Portland (Me.) Pros 
“Two paintings of John de W itt, the emi­ 
nent Dutch statesman, and his wife, painted 
in 1652, arrived at the Custom House re­ 
cently. 
They are said to he fine works of 
art and very valuable.” 
It m ight be in­

tween the oak leaves and the rim there is 
just space for the inscription: 
“ The Mu­ 
nicipal Council, the Royal Geographical 
Society and the Chamber of Commerce of 
A ntwerp.” 
W hile the question of painting and 
modeling from the nude is convulsing Lon­ 
don, New York and Detroit, the city of 
Omaha proposes to have at least the cause 
of such a discussion. The Daily Bee quotes 
“one of the most talented and scholarly 
lady artists in the city—one who lias sold 
a small section of canvas for $-300 many a 
time, and who spent a dozen years with the 
best instructors in New York and Paris,” 
as about to open a small class for study 
from the nude model.

Once upon a time, so far back in the 
fifties that only we old folks remember it, 
there was a little village bloomed into ex­ 
istence in Solano couuty and, like M r 
Finney’s turnip, “it grew and it grew until 
it could grow no longer.” 
It was before 
the days of booms, but it collapsed like a 
regularly organized boom of the present 
day. 
It struggled for breath under the 
name of Silveyville, deriving it form its 
founder, E lijah Silvey, who long since 
slumbered under the sod of its church­ 
yard. 
U nhappily some of its main citizens 
found greater attractions elsewhere, and 
moved their goods and chattels to other 
parts, and like the snails took their castles 
along with them. This restive spirit took 
possession of the neighbors who were left 
in sight of the vacant lots and gaping 
cellars, and in but a few years all of the 
business men tolded their tents and van­ 
ished, leaving only a ghost of the former 
busv little burg. To-day it is the home of 
some four families, who call Dixon their 
home, and the name of Silveyville de­ 
ceased is mentioned but seldom. 
A few 
relics rem ain on the site of the city, one 
being the old square brick house of Mr. 
Silvey. 
_ 
This was the main hotel of the place, 
where were ample accommodations for 
tired man and beast. 
It was the day of 
teaming, when railroads were in the un­ 
certain hence, and to reach Sacramento, 
then a large village, the rancher must 
traverse the weary miles with his mule 
teams. I t must have been a busy time,when 
the noisy teamsters came in with a jangle 
and a whoop and took the little old inn by 
storm. 
A railroad was projected from 
Vallejo to M arysville, and, in fact, the 
grade was thrown up but it was like the 
honest man, it “didn’t was.” 
On the former site of the postoffice, 
where the populace gathered each day to 
spin yarns and interview the stage-driver, 
a fine garden flourished — varieties and 
quantities sufficient to stock a small coun­ 
try fair. 
W here stood the village kirk, 
are rows abd rows of shapely almond trees, 
hanging full of the green woolly nuts. Yes, 
they even took the church away, and dug 
up the wells and cellars to cut into post­ 
holes. T hat is in advance of a custom in 
the mining regions, where a M ethodist 
church was turned into a dancing hall and 
the pulpit torn away to make room for a 
stage, where traveling troupes m ight in­ 
flict their talent on the people. 
A few yards up street, a Baptist church 
was used to hold the “groaning tables” on 
the occasion of a ball, and many and many 
a time the sound of the violin and banjo 
and m arching feet came pouring out its 
windows, instead of the 
nasal, “Aud 
fourthly, my dearly beloved brethren,” of 
a few years previous. 
The pulpit was 
draped with flags, flowers aud banners gay, 
and here the string band fiddled the happy 
hours away. 
Over their heads in large 
black letters ran the legend : “Holiness be 
Unto Thine House, ob L o rd !” 
This was 
sometimes covered w ith spicy cedar boughs 
and wreaths, and as often it was not. R ight 
now an enterprising man uses it as a store­ 
house for his fruit. 
T hat town has not 
been struck by lightning, and it enjoys 
quite a degree of prosperity. 
But let us travel back to Silveyville. 
I 
can see the peaceful town on Sabbath morn­ 
ings, when the work of the week ceased, 
and the people gathered for morning serv­ 
ice in the close little church-house, com­ 
ing in from all points of the compass, 
through dust and mud alike, in vehicles of 
all descriptions. 
The horses nibbled at 
the rack, the flies vaseillated in the open 
windows, the deacons peacefully dreamed 
on the foremost benches, and the small boy, 
in an agony of quiet and shoes and stock­ 
ings, gazed longingly at the fields, and but­ 
terflies and jack rabbits. 
Ah, th at was a fair and glorious country 
then, before the adventof surveyor’s chains 
and barb wire—one unbroken expanse of 
fertile land, covered with flowers as vivid 
in colors as a country Fourth of July. 
There were antelope running at large, and 
the antlered elk stalked proudly through 
the tall wild oats. 
(You know it is the 
’49er’s pet topic to enlarge on the wild 
oats.) 
Coyotes 
and grasshoppers, too, 
made merry the level sea. 
Indians were 
plentiful, but the march of civilization has 
laid waste the rancheros, and the redskins 
are scatter»d to the four winds. 
You see 
none of the old-fashioned sons of Lo now. 
The grim old hombras have taken up a resi­ 
dence in the happy hunting-ground, and 
their posterity affect red neckties and hair 
oil in place of the abbreviated dress of 
their fathers. 
One tottering landm ark of departed 
glory is a rickety old shebang that a gen 
erou’s-leaved fig tree endeavors to screen 
from dust and public gaze. 
Jt, too, was a 
hostelry and sported the name of the 
“ Elkhorn” on a sign which fluttered and 
creaked in the winds, till it finally felt 
the downfall of the town so keenly that it 
fell to the earth like a mellow apple and 
hid its warped and weather.-beaten faceia. 
the dust, never to rise again. 
The gate is 
nailed and wired and reuailed and rewired. 
W here cnce it answered to every comer 
with a hospitable click, the latch is rusted 
and silent. 
Dried grass, knee-high, has 
choked up the front path, and an asth­ 
matic old pump at one side answers to a 
hand-shake with a broken-winded gurgle. 
There is little of the porch left, and at 
every step one goes through the rotten 
boards to M other E arth’* bosom. 
The 
windows are Mack holes, the doors hinge- 
less, and the walls.-that could tell tales of 
jovial scenes within their bounds, stand 
mildewed, black and bare. With strings of 
musty paper dangling like ghostly arm s. 
In the “lean to” kitchen, in place of the 
clink of dishes and the sizzle and scent of 
supper, the quiet is appalling, and the 
stench of mold and decay turns the olfac­ 
tories towards a convenient opening. 
Ju st across the road, and elbowing this 
relic of bygone days, stands a small Queen 
Anne residence, delightfully in contrast 
w ith the warped old pile th at a grove of 
cypress tries to hide. 
Up low, wide steps, 
under a little balcony, a veranda runs 
round a square bay windoiw th at juts out 
into a mass of blooming flowers. _ ^ ^ 
Architects and decorators have lavished 
all their most beautiful dreams on the 
structure, and the result is most gratifying 
to the eye. 
A smooth, well-kept lawn 
stretches away in fruit to a low fence, and 
in this green spot children and kittens 
and pnps tumble aud roll through all the 
long day. 
Like a bright band around 
the dense green is a circle of handsome 
¿lowers, where bees and butterflies dip 
into the cups of lilies and skim over the 
scarlet geraniums, old-fashioned verbenas 
and pinks, while every breeze scatters 
fragrant rose |>etals over the velvet carpet. 
All around and around extends a grove 
of eucalyptus trees—some 200—planted in 
the palmy days of the town, and as tall 
and straight and naked as the masts of 
some gray old ship. 
Around their naked 
bodies creeping vines climb hand over 
hand like sailors in a ship’s rigging. 
The 
to|* wave in every breeze and lashing the 


would like to meet th at man. 
“Tell it ‘ 
not in G ath,” but in this spot elysian they j 
have mosquitoes; yes, mosquitoes, every j 
oue as big as a dray horse, and they sit in 
the branches of the eucalyptus grove and 
tw itter little love songs to their mates. 
A t night they come down after the fashion 
of the Assyrian, their cohorts all gleaming 
with murder and gall, and with the per­ 
sistency of the Salvation Army. 
And that 
is why I want to meet the man above 
mentioned. 
Off and away stretch the fields of yellow 
stubble, which the harvesters have stripped 
bare, and they quiver under the heat until 
the uninitiated would aver there was a 
lake of limpid water but a few miles 
ahead. 
One institution th at still flour­ 
ishes in the “Deserted V illage” is the 
deestrict skule, and that is alive and up 
with the times. 
The rows of empty seats 
speak eloquently for w hat it was, as the 
old darky said of the moon, “befo’ the 
waw,” as the swarms of youngsters that 
once buzzed in and out on the wide porch 
are reduced to a mere handful. 
The low- 
roofed white building stands in the same 
yard with the grave-yard—yes, there is 
some of th at left, but not much—and sit­ 
ting inside listening to the little fellows, 
one gazes throngh the open windows, un­ 
der a grove of locust trees, at the monu­ 
ments th at gleam w hite and dazzling in 
the summer sun. 
These surroundings 
m ight be to the small fry a constant re­ 
minder of their mortality, like the E gyp­ 
tian death’s head, but it has lost a ll’its 
horrors, and they 
play 
marbles

“ We cannot help asking, why should men 
like Mr. MacQueary rem ain in any body 
of orthodox believers? 
If they are as 
they claim to be, honest men, why should 
they not seek fellowship in the organiza­ 
tions to which they naturally lielong ? Or, 
failing to find congenial fellowship in 
other bodies, why should they not take an 
independent stand, and make the best of a 
disagreeable position? 
We do not wish 
to cast an im putation on their integrity, 
but it seems to us as if they were deter­ 
mined to take advantage of their orthodox 
affiliations, and to attract attention by the 
novelty of the spectacle that they present.” 
The Christian Advocate (N ashville): says. 
“The true preacher will not perm it him ­ 
self to be diverted from his great work by 
other issues, no, not even by ‘great moral 
questions.’ 
G reat moral questions will re­ 
ceive due attention in his regular minis­ 
try; but he will not sutler himself to be­ 
come a specialist, even though many of his 
people may demand it of him, and though 
some may discount his devotion to ‘prin­ 
ciple’ because of his refusal to treat a 
symptom when l>e is commissioned to cure 
the disease. 
H ere lies one of the dangers 
of our times. 
Specialists consort and co­ 
operate with other specialists of other 
communions; catho.icitv degenerates into 
latitudinarianism ; men who thus separate 
themselves may become very much de­ 
voted to each other, but love for the 
church wanes.

W herever government is corrupt, it will 
be found owing largely to the neglect of 
such as they to do their duties as patriotic 
Americans. 
They could speedily put to 
rout the forces of evil, and cleanse the 
Augean stables of public affairs. 
For, 
while we believe that our Constitution and 
free system contain in themselves the »>o- 
tent germs of immortal life, they require 
the co operation of the citizen to bring 
them to the full measure of their power 
and usefulness.” 
“The Roman controversialist» of late are 
making much of a short and easy argument 
for the pa ial supremacy,” says tbe Living 
Church. 
“The Church is an organized 
body, and moreover, a visible body; but a 
visible body, it is insisted, to be a body at 
all, must have a visible head. 
It is often 
asserted, and sometimes the assertion is 
allowed to pass, that on this ground the 
Anglo-Catholic position leads logically to 
Rome, 
Since we acknowledge the visibil­ 
ity of the Church, we are illogical, it is 
said, in denying the visible head. 
Sooner 
or later our own reasoning will compel us 
to accept the papal supremacy, infallibility 
and a ll! 
If we are to believe Mr. Riv- 
ington, who seceded to the Roman intru­ 
sion in England some years ago, and has 
w ritten a book about it, this argument 
struck him as immensely forcible. 
Per­ 
haps nothing will bring out the fallacy in­ 
volved in it so clearly as a rcduetio ad ab- 
sunlum. 
The Romanist holds that the 
Pope is a visible head; but a visible head, 
to be a head at all, must have a visible 
body. 
The visible Church therefore must 
be the body of the Pope. 
We imagine 
that not many, even of the most ardent ad­ 
vocates of the papal claims, have been ac­ 
customed to put the matter to themselves 
in this bold and direct form. 
It is im­ 
mediately seen that when we speak of the 
Church as ‘the body,’ it is in a sense which 
admits of only one headship, namely, that 
of Christ, and that the connection which 
warrants such language is a vital and or­ 
ganic one.” 
The Churchman, in discussing the subject 
of Trusts, rem arks: 
“ Industries of all 
kinds are shaping themselves to meet the 
demands of artificial wants, not needs. So­ 
ciety is in danger of becoming an artificial 
life; education under the mastery of an 
artificial 
system; 
art is lifeless; 
the 
factory, with its scores of slaves, young an 
old, is a necessity; wealth despotic, an 
poverty helpless. 
Therefore these great 
combinations which hold out a hope of 
increased associate activities, which better 
all temporarily, and scatter broadcast good 
tid-bits to employes and servants, and 
promise the coming of a day when science 
shall bring in universal co-operatioD, and 
the State shail regulate everything, are a 
positive relief. 
They are in advance, a 
great advance, over that system of ‘every 
man for him self which takes fourteen 
hours of a man’s day, instead of eight, and 
pays him for eight instead of fourteen, 
aud makes him work seven days in the 
week to get the barest supply of bread 
and meat and the coarsest covering of 
clothing for his nakedness. 
Yes, but the 
whole system is wrong, and history has 
proved it so again ami again, ami has de­ 
stroyed it as many times. 
And the sci­ 
ence which has elaborated this system 
has shown its origin by its work upon 
Christianity at one and the same time. It 
has taken the fatherhood of God and the 
brotherhood of man out of its religious 
creed, just as it is leaving the same factors 
out of its study of social problems. 
Its 
advance on the one side kills the soul of 
man ; why should we trust it on the other 
side to do any better for his body and his 
mind ?”

T h e assault by Congressman Cummings( 
of Sew York, upon Sjieaker Reed, was ill- 
advised. Mr. Cummings charged that the 
c hanging of two vessels into training ships 
and the rebuilding of structures injured by 
lire in the Kittery Navy Yard, was done 
in the political interest of Mr. Reed, in 
whose district the navy yard is situated. 
The truth is that the Navy Department 
resolved upon the change in the Lancaster 
and Monongahela long before Mr. Reed 
was elected, and that the replacing of the 
burned buildings was merely an economic 
proceeding. Mr. Reed has never been held 
to be approachable on any proposition sav­ 
oring of wrong or venality. His jteople 
indorse him as ahelean man, of unimpeach­ 
able integrity, and against whose moral 
character there has never been so much as 
a whisper of suspicion. 


T h u s exclaims the editor of the Louis­ 
ville Courier-Journal over his initials: “I 
aftirm that there is not the least disposi­ 
tion anywhere among the whites of the 
South to interfere with the suffrage of any 
black man who knows what a vote is, and 
what it means, and is capable of casting it 
himself.” While he was writing that 
adroit sentence, which does credit to his 
knowledge of the value of words, the Rich­ 
mond (Va.) State was saying: “The time 
has come 
for the 
white men 
of 
the Sonth 
to let the negroes 
un­ 
derstand that this is a white man’s 
country, and the white men intend 
to rule it.” What a delicious harmony of 
utterance this is to be sure. In the melody 
of its tones we lose sight utterly of those 
provisions of the Constitution of the nation 
that secure to every 
citizen, white or 
black, the right to a free and unobstructed 
expression oí his will at the ballot-box. 


T h e States of Wisconsin and Minne­ 
sota are taking the lead in the formation 
of school libraries. During the year end­ 
ing June 30, 1890, they have established 
over 1,200 libraries. That is well, but it 
would be more satisfactory to lie informed 
as to the character of the selections for 
the libraries. Under the laws of those 
States the books must be chosen from lists 
furnished by the State Superintendent. 
That gives some warrant for supposing 
that the libraries are of value. Hut to in­ 
trust to one person the office of deciding 
what books may be purcliassed, is the re­ 
pose of a dangerous uower, and opens the 
door to strong temptation. It would lie 
safer to intrust the power to a Board of 
Educators having knowledge of the best 
literature of the age adapted to the pur­ 
pose. We may lie in error, but we ven­ 
ture the expression that the public has 
very little information as to the character 
of the school libraries in California and 
whether they are of substantial value, or 
are selected with wise discrimination. 


T h e Democratic press of the East, as if 
by preconcert, has set up the cry that 
President Harrison is “the very smallest 
specimen of a I’resuTefit tfl-the long line of 
men who have held that office." “Whom 
Satan condemns it is safe to approve.” 
When the Democratic press begins to 
abuse a President it is a sound proposition 
to say that he is doing well. But, as the 
Iowa Stale Register says, the adverse criti­ 
cism of General Hrrrison lacks the old­ 
time strength and snap of Democratic vili­ 
fication. We recall the epithets they 
hurled at “Abe Lincoln,” the bitterness 
w iih which they spoke of “Butcher Grant” 
the vocal sneers with which they men­ 
tioned the names of Hayes and Arthur. 
Can it he that the modern Democratic 
writer has “lo6t his grip” of the language 
and can no more abuse black Republican 
Presidents roundly and well? To call 
President Harrison “little” is not that 
sort of criticism from the Democratic side 
that savors of confidence in party ability 
ij put a Bourbon in the White House in 
1892. Overhaul the vocabularies of the 
•old time, gentlemen, and anathematize 
with some sort of vigor. 


T h e American Forestry Association has 
a jcepted the invitation of the Government 
of the Province of Quebec, and will meet 
in the Parliament buildings in Quebec the 
first week in September. The Association 
is one of the most useful and unselfish in 


existence, and that it has not more of pub­ 
lic attention and sympathy is a matter of 
regret. 
Governor Beaver, of Pennsyl­ 
vania, is the President of the Association, 
and the membership embraces some of the 
foremost citizens of the country, who have 
given thought and labor to the preserva­ 
tion of the forest growth of the continent. 
The Vice-President of the Association for 
California is William Alvord, of San Fran­ 
cisco. The September meeting ought to 
be largely attended, and the invitation to 
friends of forestry is general and cordial. 
Canada is heartily in accord with the 
movement in our own country to radically 
conserve the forest wealth of the American 
Continent. 
Recent action in Congress 
indicates that there is a reawakening in 
our own Government to the importance of 
checking the denudation of our wooded 
slopes, and that something of the interest 
is reviving that was so vital when Frank­ 
lin B. Hough, under authority of the 
United States, made his celebrated report 
in 1877. 
_ 
CHOLERA WARNINGS. 
The Board of Health of San Francisco 
and the State Board of Health have 
warned the people .to lose no time in 
cleaning up their premises, since, while 
we hope for the best, there is a possibility 
of the cholera appearing in the State at 
any moment. It is epidemic in Japam 
its ravages are becoming frightful at the 
port from which the steamers for Califor­ 
nia take their departure; it is epidemic 
in Spain, and has been for a month. No­ 
where is it abating, but on the contrary, 
*t develops greater virulence at all points 
and is rapidly spreading. We have es­ 
caped the cholera in California for thirty- 
eight years, but that is all the more rea­ 
son to fear that it may now come to us. 
If once the pest gets a foothold in the hot 
valleys, it will decimate the population, 
and California will not recover from the 
shock in a decade. We are not alarmists, 
and believe that nothing is to be gained 
by being nervous about this matter, but 
we have the warrant of the two principal 
health Boards in the State for the sug­ 
gestion that all towns and cities should 
clean up. If they do so and the cholera 
appears California will in a considerable 
degree be prepared to resist and put down 
the disease. If, however, cholera does 
not reach us, the cleansing process will 
still be of infinite benefit, on general 
principles. 
What needs to be done in this city at 
this time is to require every cesspool and 
vault to he emptied and thoroughly disin­ 
fected, from one end of the city to the 
other. If there are not appliances enough 
in the city to accomplish the task inside 
of three or four weeks, then assistance 
should be engaged from San Francisco. 
All decaying vegetable and animal matter 
should he removed and burned, and all 
new refuse be destroyed daily. 
All areas 
and spaces on low ground, beneath walks 
and floors, should be cleaned out and dis­ 
infected, and every sewer and drain should 
be weekly flushed and disinfecting fluids 
and gases forced into them. 
A city thus prepared would be pretty 
well armed against the disease. 
If it is 
said that the processes suggested would en­ 
tail enormous expense, the reply is that 
they would not be nearly so expensive as 
at first thought may seem. 
Each house­ 
holder and landlord can and should cleanse 
the premises under his or her control, and 
if to each there is a cost of from ten to 
twenty dollars for the work, it is cheaper 
by far than will be the cost after the 
disease reaches us, should that disaster be 
ours. The city should disinfect the drains 
and sewers and to do so will not involve 
an outlay of more than a few thousand 
dollars. 
Neglected until the disease is 
upon the State, it will cost five times the 
amount required now. 
For these things 
will be ordered if cholera comes upon us— 
of that we may rest assnred. It was so in 
Chicago in the early fifties, it was so in 
parts more recently, and it was so only two 
years ago in the Mediterranean cities. 
The authorities compelled cleansing and 
disinfection after the disease set it, and in 
that way stamped it out, but nearly bank­ 
rupted the cities and the property-owners 
in doing it. 
Had 
attention 
been 
given to the matter early, however, the 
people would not have felt it to he a bur­ 
den. 
The lives of our families are more 
precious than money or property, and it is 
unthinkable that we will, by neglectorstub- 
bornness, put the ODein the balance against 
the other. Moreover, a severe visitation of 
cholera will depreciate values for the next 
ten years; if, however, it reaches us from the 
Orient and we are prepared to meet and 
stamp it out, wc will not lose credit or suf­ 
fer material injury. 
• 
There is certainly reason to fear that in 
this, its fifth attempt in successive years to 
circle the globe, the dread monster may 
succeed. We are in such close communi­ 
cation with China and Japan that we are 
involved in constant risk of a visitation, 
and the climate and the conditions of other 
character are all favorable to the spread of 
the disease in the valleys of California if 
it once arrives. There is no reason in 
alarm; on the contrary, fear invites the 
disease, it is said, bat there is reason in 
preparing for an enemy that threatens us 
with deadly assault. In the meantime 
this Slate and the National Gtfvernment 
ought to adopt the policy that was found 
effective in Europe—prohibit all commu­ 
nication with infected ports. It is the 
hight of folly to permit ships to enter 
our harbors from infected ports until 
they haTe had an outside-of-port exam­ 
ination. If a ship arrives off the Heads 
hailing from Japan, she should bo exam­ 
ined outside the bar, and if net clear of 
the disease she should l>e kept out of the 
harbor until all danger is passed and all 
baggage aboard has been laundried or dis­ 
infected. Such a policy saved .Italy one 
season from the invasion of the cholera, 
another season it protected Sjwin, it in­ 
sured the safety of the people of Cuba, and 
it was the effective guard of the inhabit­ 
ants of the Danish West Indies. ,It is 
superior to in-port quarantine, and is justi­ 
fiable in the interests of common human­ 
ity. 


Cigarette Insanity. 
The recent reports on insanity in Il­ 
linois shows that 10 per cent, of the in­ 
sanity cases in Chicago are due to the use 
of the cigarette. Still, no restriction is 
put upon dealers in the poisonous thing, 
and it is sold freely throughout the State’, 
while the roost rigid laws are enforced 
against druggists who sell opium. The 
most of cigarette packages contain a dan­ 
gerous portion of opium when it is con­ 
sidered that a package a day is small con­ 
sumption fur a victim of the habit.

RESSES OF THAT TIME.

Edwin Booth was then playing an en­ 
gagement at the Howard Atheneum, at the 
conclusion of which he and his bride were 
to Btart for Europe. Mr. and Mrs. Barney 
W illiam s were preparing for a tour of the 
South and Southwest. Laura Keene was 
playing in London. Miss Mary Mitchell 
was leading lady for the Montgomery (Ala.) 
Theater. Edwin Booth’s younger brother, 
John W ilkes Booth, was just starting out 
on his theatrical career, and gave promise 
of becoming a great actor. Five years later 
he met his death for the assassination of 
President Lincoln. 
Charlotte Crampton 
and Angela Seiton were at the Boston 
M useum. Charlotte Cushman had just 
been engaged at W inter Garden. Mrs. John 
W ood was under engagement to appear at 
the H aym urket Theater in London in 
October. Davenport was playing in Bos­ 
ton, assisted by his wife. Mme. Kistori 
had just been eugsged for three months at 
£t Petersburg by the Czar, for which she 
was to receive $20,000. Mr. and Mrs. Flor­ 
ence w ire drawing large houses at YVal- 
lack’s, New York, in “ Toodles.” 
There were several election pre­ 
cincts in Sacramento in early days, the 
names of which have since been wiped out 
entirely or supplanted by others. In the 
call for the Douglas and Johnson prim ary 
election in I860 we find Prairie City, with 
A. Messerve and It. Lloyd as election offi­ 
cers; Alder Creek, W illiam Cutter and O. 
Mardell; Big Gulch. H. A. Thompson and 
John Lawton; Tivoli, Major Beardsley and 
Thom as Stewait; Magnolia, A. Conner and 
J. R. Lockett; banners’ Diggings, T. Tracy 
and R. Jaimeson; W ashington Point, J. J. 
Gilson and Mr. Foster; W all’s Diggings, Dr. 
Powell and H. J. Ward; W aterman s Sa­ 
loon, George Corson and Mr. Harmon; 
Scott’s Ranch, J. H. Scott and Mr. Merrill; 
Star House, Messrs. Prentiss and Hodg­ 
kins; H aller’s Ranch, E. Masterson and 
Mr. Mitchell; Locke's Store, John G. 
Bircbam and 8. C. Fugitt; Sebastopol, M. 
Bernem ann and J. H . Cummings. 
Sacramento was favored with con­ 
siderable opera in those days. The Lyster 
Company concluded an engagement on the 
15th of August, and the Italian Opera 
Company was announced to open on the 
20th. 
‘‘Ernani,” “ Lucretia Borgia” and 
all the leading operas of the day were 
promised. 
Quite a controversy was in 
progress in the local papers over the merits 
of the Lyster Company. Some opera was 
given that did not attract a large attend­ 
ance, and Lyster made a, rem ark to the 
effect that the people of Sacramento must 
all have come from Pike county, Missouri. 
This brought a storm of criticism upon his 
head, and he found it profitable to bring 
his engagement to a close. 
Robert Pool was shot and killed at 
Davis’ ranch, in Brighton Township, on 
the 14th of August. Russ D. Stephens 
brought the news thereof to the city, with 
the description of the slayer. Pool and a 
m an named W illiam Price got into a quar­ 
rel, when the latter at once drew his pistol 
and commence shooting. Pool started to 
run, and Price fired six shots at him , five 
from a revolver and one from a dueling 
pistol, two of which took efiect. 
Pool died 
alm ost instantly. There was but one other 
m an present and Price escaped, but was 
afterward captured. 
A San Francisco firm received from 
Mr. Waddilove, of Folsom, several sacks of 
quartz with which to experiment in glass 
manufacture. The result was said to be 
m ost satisfactory and that the unlimited 
supply of quartzjto be had in the vicinity 
of Folsom would some day be utilized for 
glass-making. 
The question tow arises, 
will a glass factory be one of the enterprises 
to be established at Folsom wben the 
American ri7er water power shall be u ti­ 
lized.? 
Samuel Cross owned a low lot ad­ 
joining the Golden Eagle Hotel, on which 
sipage and drainage water collected, and 
he decided to get rid of it through a ’•nega­ 
tive” artesian well. H e had an eight-inch 
well bored 53 feet deep, until a strata of 
gravel was reached. Into this well he 
caused all sipage and drainage water to 
ron, and it was carried off effectually by 
the sub-drainage. W hy would not this be 
a good system to introduce here at the 
present tim e? 
John Wilson, who resided on the 
bank of the American river, near the city, 
was shot on the evening of August 12th, 
w hile sitting on his porch, and had his 
skin filled with bird-shot, The shooter 
was in the bushes near by, but escaped. 
W ilson's life had been threatened because 
he testified for the people in the Lundberg 
m urder case, and the supposition was that 
this was an attem pt to carry out the 
threat. 
Frank Devoe, generally known as 
“ Crazy F rank,” as he was often in liquor, 
was convicted on the 16th of August, of 
m urder in the second degree, he having 
killed H enry Crowbaiger. The case was 
prosecuted by Cornelius Cole (District A t­ 
torney). and Jam es W . C-offroth and John 
W . Denver defended the prisoner. Devoe 
was sentenced to ten years in San Quentin. 
On the 13th of August, 1860, Alex­ 
ander Badlam, Jr., was m arried in Sacra­ 
mento, by Rev. W illiam H . Hill, to Miss 
Mary Burgess. “ Aleck” was a delegate to 
the State Convention which met in this 
city a few days ago, and did not look as if 
thirty years had passed over his head since 
the time referred to. 
On the 10th of August about one- 
third of the town of Grass Valley was 
destroyed by fire, and three men were ar- 
rested'on suspicion of having purposely 
started it. Sale & Humiston, C. S. Carroll, 
Steinberger, the Commercial Hotel and the 
W isconsin Hotel were the principal suf­ 
ferers.

As far back as 1860 the city had 
decided on a new water supply system. A 
contract was made wiih the North Fork 
Company to bring water from the Ameri­ 
can river, and a distributing reservoir was 
constructed at Seventeenth and K streets. 
But the system was never put into oper­ 
ation.

On the 14th of August was completed 
the work of removing H unt’s sawmill from 
the m outh of the American river to the 
Yolo side of the Sacramento, some 400 
vards above the bridge. If we mistake 
not, a portion of the old mill is still stand­ 
ing there.

On the 16th of August, 1860, Chris 
tian Weiael was married to Miss Wilhel- 
rnina Jurgens. There are a few people 
here who have heard of Chris. Weisel, but 
they didn’t know he was so old. 
The charge for carrying letters by 
pony express was something enormous. 
A letter weighing a quarter of an ounce 
cost $2 50, and a one ounce letter $10. And 
yet the poniee had all they wanted to 
carry. 
The Union Hotel, on the corner of 
Eighth and J streets, was bnrned on the 
afternoon of August 13, 1860. 
It was 
owned bv Nat. Boice, who kept a saloon 
adjoining’. 
His loss was abou' $7,000. 
The State Agricultural Directors who 
arranged m atters for the State Fair ot 1860 
were Dr. J. 9. Curtis, Nathan Coombs, P. 
J. Devine, Wilson Flint. D. O. Mills. C. I

NEARING COMPLETION. 


T h e E lectric P la n t o f th e C ap ital G as 
C om pany A lm o st F in ish ed . 
The new brick 
power-house of the 
Electric Light Company, on Front street, 
near W , is rapidly nearing completion. 
The walls have been raised to the desired 
hight, and most of the men employed are 
engaged on the wood-work inside. The 
furnaces and boilers are all in place, as is 
also the large Corliss.engine, which is to 
furnish most of the power. Three smaller 
engines will also be put up, as heretofore 
described in these columns. 
The front of the building is faced with 
pressed brick, and the fact that the walls 
are twenty-one inches in thickness testifies 
to the substantial m anner in which the 
building is being constructed. 
Although the building will not be com­ 
pleted for several weeks yet, the machinery 
will be in running order by the first of the 
month. This is necessary, for the reason 
that the large engine iu Agricultural Pa­ 
vilion, which the company is now using, 
will be required to run the machinery there 
duriDg the State Fair. 
The immense brick smokestack being 
built by the Eleotric Company is one of the 
largest on the coast, It is I8feet square at 
the base, and will be, when completed, 9 
feet 10 inches in diameter at the top. The 
hight will be 136 feet.

The poles conveying the wires leading 
from the works have four arm s on each 
side, and thirty-two wires can be attached 
thereto.

Forty-five years ago there were no social 
clubs such as we have now, and but very 
few societies in comparison with what one 
may find nowadays. In the great cities 
men m et at the taverns and talked politics 
over mugs of flip and flagons of ale. In 
the euburban towns, where there were no 
taverns, the villagers gathered at the coun­ 
try stores, and during the long winter 
nights disenssed the leading topics of the 
day. It was at one of these corner grocery 
stores in the town where I then lived that 
I first heard of California and the discovery 
of gold. I had been sent to the store on an 
errand, and upon entering the premises I 
found a group of earnest men talking over 
the latest news from the land of gold. To 
my mind not one of these men seemed to 
know just where this new El Dorado was 
situated, and a common geography which 
had been examined seemed to afford them 
but little satisfaction. Upon one point, 
however, 
every man 
was agreed. Go 
which way you would it was a hard road 
to travel, and to reach it a man must meet 
perils and face death step by step. It was 
a common belief in ’48 that 


CALIFORNIA WAS A LAND OF FICTION, 
Its gold fields a delusion and a snare. It 
was thought to be a country of violence 
and death—a land without law or order—a 
land where the Mexican robber and the es­ 
caped convict from foreign lands stalked 
abroad like demons from tbe pits of hell. 
Even its waters were thought to be nests 
for pirates, and that the rover and the 
rover's flag kept watch and ward upon 
every sea. The man who by chance es­ 
caped the perils en route to this land of 
promise, escaped only to fall into the jaws 
of death upon hia arrival there. He who 
doffed his apron to face such a combina­ 
tion of evils as these was said to be a fool, 
and his departure but the quintescenee of 
folly. 
n e w En g l a n d ' s a r g o n a u t s . 
But beyond these forebodings of evil New 
England saw a light in the clouds, of proph­ 
esy, and ships sailed away and pack-trains 
moved out upon the sea of sand. Twenty 
thousand men, the flower of New England 
youth, gathered along the seaboard and 
disappeared as suddenly as a shooting star 
in the gloom of night. For six months 
New England was in fears, and the home 
of the pioneer was a home of mourning. 
Could you but have stood upon some lofty 
eminence in the early days of ’49 and 
looked down upon that panorama as it 
moved along over land and sea, you would 
have beheld a spectacle such as the world 
had never seen before and can ever hope 
to see again while it rolls in space. Ships 
whitened the sea; pack-mules lined the 
deserts ; emigrant trains, miles in extent, 
moved along like armed men across the 
arid p lain s; the hills were alive with 
camp-fires ; the crack of the rifle echoed 
back through the somber forests; 
the 
woodman’s ax was heard along the river 
bottoms, and man and bea3t, exhausted 
and shattered, finally haltsd and slept in 
the 
NEW EL DORADO OF THE GOLDEN WEST. 
Did prophesy prevail? Did men die, as 
it had been said that men must die, en 
route to the “ land of prom ise?” Yes, men 
did die, as men must always die who go 
in advance and prepare the way that others 
may follow. The sea of water swallowed 
up some, but the sea of sand swallowed up 
many times more. The smoldering camp­ 
fire, the jaded ox, the abandoned team, the 
uncovered grave and the mutilated dead 
told their sad story. From the backs ot 
the turbid Missouri river to the sleepy 
stillness of the Sacramento, there is not a 
river nor a valley out has listened to the 
cry of anguish and been moistened by an 
em igrant’s tear. In its research alter truth 
history may uncover 


FOOTPRINTS YRT UNKNOWN, 
And revive scenes as brilliant as they were 
tragic. It may aim to be truthful—it may 
try to be just to the period and thedram atic 
interests that followed, but it can never tell 
its own story ; that were im[>o.8ible. The 
only history of that period exists in the 
memories of those who made it. If tbe 
facts are culled now and garnered while 
the men still live, we shall have a history ; 
otherwise it will be a book of fiction and 
not of facta. 
Of the six fair-faced young men that fol­ 
lowed my father to Sutter’s Fori in July, 
1849, I am, I believe, the only survivor. 
My father was the first to succumb. 
He 
died in Sutter’s Fort in October of that 
memorable year, and was buried under the 
shadow of its walls. Bryant followed a 
few m onths later, aDd was laid at rest in 
the corral in Auburn ravine, about where 
Ophirville stands to day. On a prospecting 
tour in 1850 Carter gave out, and was aban­ 
doned in the Sierras. Subsequently his re­ 
mains were brought back to the “Eagle 
Roost.” on the South Yuba, and if not dis­ 
turbed his bones may yet be found on tbe 
hillside opposite W ashington on that river.

IN THE FLOOD OF 1852, 
And Rogers struck out for the Sandwich 
Islands to repair his broken constitution. 
About this tim e W allace disappeared for 
I pod, and nothing was ever beard from 
aim afterward. Somewhere beneath yonr 
great city my father sleeps his last eleep, 
and a portion of my own body has returned 
to dust. Nevertheless, my love for the Land 
of Gold calls the memories which cluster 
around it back to me, ever and aDon, like 
some well-remembered dream. 
Sutter’s 
Fort, the outpost of civilization in pioneer 
days, and latterly the beadstone to ita early 
dead, has become 
A LANDMARK OF UNUSUAL INTEREST 
To me. It is a shrine that marks the spot 
where my father died, and recalls tbe sim ­ 
ple burial services that closed his history. 
It seems almost impossible for one to con­ 
ceive of a change 80 rapid and marked as 
the conditions between 1848 and 1890—that 
Riand old fort, standing out there, all 
alone, like the monarch of all it surveyed ; 
a place of supreme rest—a shelter for the 
wearied traveler—swallowed up. 
Even ita 
burial ground has become lost in that time, 
and tbe lines of ita old walls have disap 
penred.

For m any years past I have carried in 
my heart a secret wish that some day or 
other—a day before it was too late—I 
should be perm itted to revisit your cjty 
and its sacred shrine, and once more min 
gle in 
THE SCENES OF DEPARTED DAYS. 
Never had a hope been so nearly realized ; 
never had a desire been so nearly consum­ 
mated as m ine were two years ago to-day 
Hope, however, told a flattering tale, and 
pulled my beard while it smiled upon my 
face, for all at once the cup passed from me 
never to return. We had just completed 
the structure known as The Society of 
California Pioneers of New England. 
We 
bad laid its foundation in cement, and bad 
given it a nam e under the most favorable 
auspices. 
We bad about completed the 
superstructure when we discovered a bad 
defect; but still the work went on. 
It wa9 
a beautiful edifice when finished, bat still 
there was that moral defect which could 
not be concealed. 
USURPING THE PIONEER'S TLACE. 
Opening the door for 12 years from the 
discovery of gold, and trying to make men 
pioneers who had not arrived in the coun­ 
try till years after it had become settled, 
was a most grievous mistake. 
W hen I 
pulled ont, which I did something over 
year ago, sixty of the members followed 
and we organized tbe present society under 
the name and style of “ The Associated Pi­ 
oneers of ’49 ” No sooner had the young 
society got upon ita feet than it intro­ 
duced a plan for a grand excursion to “ the 
Land of Gold.” 
It was to be a pioneer 
affair, pure and simple. It was to have 
been a red-letter day for tbe ’49ers and the 
climax of their lives. 
It was to have been 
a general uprising of “the men of old who 
due for gold,” and all our societies along 
onr seaboard were to join in it. B it Mr. 
Thornes would not join the movement 
preferring, as he said, to go alone, which 
he did. The receptions which he and his 
“ friends" received while there fell like 
wet blanket upon tbe efforts of the several 
societies in tbe East, and the whole thing 
fell flat to the ground. Hence, the genuine 
pioneers who had hungered for years for

E ds S unday U nion: “ D on't get scared 
before you are hurt.” 
“ H ear a esse before 
you give judgm ent aud people will pro­ 
nounce you wise.” 
Though in thie article 
I run a Une that seems to parallel ths irri­ 
gation proposition, I will give the assur­ 
ance that the purpose and interest are oae. 
W hy is Sacramento located where it is to­ 
day ? It is because it stands in the center 
of a semi circle, the circumference of which 
cuts through the heart of what was once 
the ’surface m ining region of California, 
and which interest is to-day replaced by 
quartz aud all deep m ining investments of 
this State. 
But there is another reason for its loca­ 
tion here. 
It is at the mouth of the Amer­ 
ican river. Before emptying into the Sac­ 
ram ento river the stream is made up of 
three streams 
united, viz, tbe South, 
Middle aud North forks of the American 
river. 
The place of junction of two im portant 
streams has always been adjudged a com­ 
manding site for a city. Though the stream 
at oue time rolled its waters upon us, and 
though tbe debris of the gold m iner baa 
contaminated its bed and mouth, still it is 
a beautiful, rippling, swifl-tKwiug stream 
all tbe way from its source to its nioulb. 
Having "for a million of years, perhaps, 
performed the useful task of reclamation 
of our lands from the ocean by depositing 
its debris in our laps, it seems almost time 
that the unwearied toiler should “again be 
clothed and in its right mind ” 
Constituting, as it does to-day, the city’s 
strongest bulwark for 
permanence uud 
prosperity, it should be stripped of its rags 
and assume the purple and gold, that, for 
hard service, it laid aside iu the morning 
of our existence as a city and biate. 
It 
scarcely needs to be said that from Brighton 
to Sacramento its present bed is of mud. 
Though like tbe old Missouri river it does 
not change its channel in a night and leave 
its bank dwellers 
far 
in 
the interior; 
though its deposit of mud is but a tithe ol 
the inch of settling in a tumbler of water 
of the latter, yet it does not boast of clean­ 
liness and firm banks and bed. If Jupiter 
Plnvius shall first spank tbe urchin, and 
then give its golden head a shower bath or 
cool its fever with a snow apply—the dirt 
thereof streaks down its body till its feet 
are churning in the m ud of its own 
cleansing. 
It happens now to be left for us to wash 
its feet and put it to bed—the task is easy 
and it shall have a change of linen and 
sleep souDdly in a pebbly bed. 
No one else, dear river, has said so much 
for thee! 
Rev. Mr. Cnristian once said 
in a sermon 
that he had long been 
praying for hum ility enough to take a 
drunkard from the gutter and place him in 
his finest bed, and treat him as if he had 
never been a drunkard. To take this river 
into Sacramento's affections requires the 
same am ount of grace, and yet I think the 
elder might have as great promise of suc­ 
cess as we shall have in the great change 
of onr affections. 
But recently there has been a legal con­ 
test in our Courts, the loser hoping to de­ 
clare it a navigable stream. 
But while 
this decision was adverse, we know that 
the stream is constantly navigated. 
All 
the cobbles that are now used for founda­ 
tions of graveled streets are brought to a 
point near our city lim its on barges to 
Twelfth street, on the American river. 
The fine sand and gravel used in our con­ 
crete sidewalks could doubtless be brought 
best in tbe same way. 
Much wood is 
moved in barges down the stream almost 
every year. 
Even the forks of the stream 
are about to be utilized by not only cord- 
wood men to reach the boom at Folsom, 
but the big lumber pines, in many shapes, 
are to brave the boulders and falls in the 
transit to the boom. 
It would be but a complimentary pro­ 
ceeding to do on the river's united waters 
some acta that will round a value for the 
whole stream; that will send it up high in 
the esteem of all who can correctly com­ 
pute the value of flowing water in a river. 
The bottom lands of tbe America i river 
near this city are composed of the debris 
from the hiils and mountains above us. 
The stream plows its way through these 
lands, often removing large portions into 
the larger stream. 
At first sight it would seem impossible to 
get tbe waters of this stream eithei through 
or sround these lands in safety. 
I have in 
vain sought light from our successive sur­ 
veyors for these many years, but nothing 
definite has been elicited. Nevertheless, 
some general hints bave been obtained, 
aud I think generally that the response ha3 
been in favor of moving the stream it little 
further north, which would evade this de­ 
bris of the river bottom altogether. 
Now I have asked myself, and possibly 
these generations of City Surveyors, if this 
debris is not each year washed into the 
great river Sacramento and tending to ruin 
navigation in that im portant stream ? 
I have also said to many friends that a 
p irt of the work to be done in river im ­ 
provement would of nrcfssily be to prevent 
this bad result. 
We till know that in very 
many cases it is much easier and cheaper 
to krep debris out of a stream than to re­ 
move it when in. 
If others should be of this way of think­ 
ing, and if United Slates Engineers should 
give it an examination, I dare say that the 
verdict of ail would be that the General 
Government could with greatest economy 
protect the larger by operating on the 
smaller stream. 
Between this city and Brighton there ex- 
teuds, part of the way. a natural valiev or 
sag, I tbink that would, if the water was 
turned into it, carry it along a granite peb­ 
bly bottom to tbe Sacramento river. 
This would reclaim forever ail tbe land 
between the north levee and the new bed 
of the stream and at once connect the city 
with one of the finest and prettiest streams 
on tbe American Continent. 
How easy, when once the stream is in 
hBrness and led to a new bed, would it be 
to make it navigable. Of course just bow 
easy and at what coat would require some 
engineering, but to decide its practicability 
would be a small undertaking, but still a 
very necessary one, as snowing the possi 
bility of futare usefulness and greatness. 
Having made the river navigable to 
Brighton, or a little beyond, we have 
reached tbe high banks of tbe stream 
where a dam could be placed for extending 
its navigability. But in building a dam 
here the importance of the work isdonbied, 
for a dam always adds a water-power, 
W hether its importance might be trebled 
by also applying it to irrigation would de­ 
pend npon the am ount of low land that 
tbe height of the dam would cover. 
But a second dam placed at the bead of 
the slack water created by the first, wonld 
give not 
only water power, but 
surely 
would cover the whole area of plain lands 
in our county, and afford the same naviga­ 
ble stream to Folsom. 
Ot course in converting these dams bnilt 
for power and the distribution of water 
into helps to 
navigation it wonld be 
necessary to build locks in each one, with 
gates large and sm all to operate them. 
The United States Government built 
such locks and 
dams in Green 
and 
Barren rivers, Ky. Two such dams were 
required to make Barren river navigable 
for twenty-five miles. Though built of 
logs, in the form of cribs, and filled with 
rocks and dirt, they have stood to this day 
creating easy and ample navigation, giving 
great motor power and at not very great 
cost.

For business men a stock ex­ 
change will be operated, the quotations 
being posted from the tickers every two 
minutes, on the vibration system. 
The 
leading papers of all countries will be re­ 
printed each morning by the electric 
reflection system. 
A spacious conservatory, containing the 
choicest flowers of all climates, will afford 
an agreeable lounging place, and bouquets 
will be provided gratis. 
As at Monaco 
and Monte Carlo, a suite of apartments 
will be laid out for play, to be kept open 
all night—a sumptuous supper with the 
costliest wines free. 
English tailors and 
shoemakers will be in attendance, and 
clothes will be made and finished during 
the passage. 
The m illinery departm ent will contain 
the French fashions of the previous day, 
and costumes will be confectioned while 
the ship is en route and delivered com­ 
plete on arrival at dock.

tion will be furnished for 10,000 passen­ 
gers. 


S lu ggish n ess o f th e C aliiorn ia In d ian s. 
At first this fact seems totally at vari­ 
ance with the fitness of things; for, if 
California was not literally a land flowing 
with milk and honey, it possessed every 
attribute to be desired by a barbarous peo­ 
ple. 
Its climate was mild and equable, its 
coast and inland waters teemed with fish 
and mollusks, while the land abounded 
with game and with nuts, roots and seeds 
which were both nutritious and easily pro­ 
cured. 
W ith such advantages as these it 
m ight be supposed th at the natives would 
have far outstripped the dwellers of less 
favored sections. 
Human progress, how­ 
ever, does not always follow the lines of 
least resistance, and it is probable that in 
their struggle toward civilization the races 
of the world owe less to their advantages 
than to their disadvantages. 
To put this 
seeming paradox in other words, man’s 
improvement has been largely compulsory, 
and, when he is not too heavily handi­ 
capped, adverse surroundings stim ulate in­ 
stead of checking his progress. 
Certain is 
it th at the fine climate and abundant 
natural products of California bad their 
full effect in developing, or rather in re­ 
tarding the development, of the natives. 
Though not deficient physically, the In ­ 
dians, especially of the warmer portion of 
the State, were exceedingly indolent and 
stupid. 
As a rule they were not hunters 
but fishers, and hence their blood was not 
quickened and their muscles hardened by 
the excitement of the chase; nor were 
their wits sharjiened to the same extent as 
those of the hunting tribes by the mani­ 
fold and varied necessities of their calling, 
nor by the sterner duties of war ; for the 
hunting tribes are invariably warlike.—

B u f f a l o , Augnst 16th.—Three hundred 
switchmen and yardmen struck at East 
Buffalo liiis morning. No freight (rains 
are moving.

The strike was caused by union men being 
ordered from Erie street to take tbe place 
of the union strikers. They came, but sent 
a delegation to Superintendent Burrows 
asking him to send them back to the Erie- 
street depot, as they, beine union men, ob­ 
jected to being detaiied to take the places 
ot brother unionists out on a strike. Bur­ 
rows refused and they struck. The strike of 
the West Shore men is greeted with joy by 
the old strikers. 
Tbe action of the switchmen gives a new 
phase to the Central strike. It has now 
spread beyond the Knights of Labor. The 
men who went out this m om ingare members 
of the Switchmen’s M utual Aid Associa' 
tion, a national organization extending all 
over the country. It has a membership of 
about 800 in this city. Comparatively few 
switchmen are in the Knights ot Labor 
here. It was Grand Master Sweeney of the 
switchm en's 
organization 
who ordered 
this morning's strike. H e arrived here 
last night. 
It is said by tbe men that tbe 
strike is likely to extend all over the Van 
derbilt system if the trouble here is not 
speedily settled, and that it certainly will 
Bpread should an effort be made to have 
non-union switchmen handle Central or 
West Shore trains. 
PINKERTON’S MEN IN TROUBLE.

W a s h in g to n , 
August 16th.— Commis­ 
sioner Groff.of the General Land Office, has 
issued tn the Registers and Receivers of the 
land offices a circular giving the recent 
opinion of the Attorney General, which 
sustains the construction placed upon the 
laws of 1888, known as the arid land law, 
by the Interior Department. 
Attention is directed to the department 
circular of August 5,1889, in which they 
are instructed not to perm it the entry of 
any part of the arid region which comes 
within the operation of the Act of October 
21,1888, although in any case, says the 
Commissioner,¡there may be at any time no 
designation of the land involved therein 
as a selection for a site or sites for reser­ 
voirs, ditches or canals for irrigating pur­ 
poses, or as 
land thereby 
made sus- 
ceptable for irrigation, that fact is not to be 
considered as showing that the land is 
open to entry, as, although not yet se­ 
lected, it may be liable to such selection 
under said Act, which is held to withdraw 
all lands so liable for disposal. 
Absolute 
obedience to tbe order is enjoined.

O b jection s R a ised A g a in st I t by F ren ch 
C h am bers o f C om m erce. 


P a r i s , August 16th.—The McKinley bill 
still excites commercial circles in this city 
and the provinces. The recent Consular 
Conference held in this city received com­ 
plaints from nearly thirty Chambers of Com­ 
merce, pointing out the difficulty of com­ 
plying with tbe provisions of th eb ill w ith­ 
out almost destroying the trade. The Con­ 
ference passed resolutions regretting that 
the delegates froui the Chambers ot Com­ 
merce did not attend tbe sessions, as it 
could have been shown that tbe bill did 
not op press honest impoiters, that its only 
aim was to protect the revenues of the 
U nite! States, and that the fines aud pen­ 
alties im posed by the bill were chiefly re­ 
enactments of old laws. 
The Conference decided to forward the 
communications received from the Cham­ 
bers of Commerce to W ashington, for the 
most lavorable consideration that the terms 
of the law would perm it. The French 
press had magnified the resolution into a 
promise to waive some of the most strin­ 
gent requirem ents of the law. Tbe papers 
appear to believe that tbe American Con­ 
sular body has the will and right to nullify 
the Act of Congress.

foid is likely to be condem ned because the cost 
of her repairs exceeds the 20 per cent lim it, un­ 
less the Act passed by the House of Repre­ 
sentatives autborizing her repairs becomes a 
law. ¡she was built at the Boston navy yard in 
1858, and is now at the navy yard at Mare 
Island. She is a screw steam er of a*- out 2,900 
tons displacem ent. 225 feet long, 44 feet wide 
and draw s 18 feet 0 inches of water.” 
I m ade a personal exam ination of this vessel 
about a year ago, and found th a t her live oak 
fram es above and below w ater are sound. I 
am of the opinion th at she can be repaired 
w ithout the am ount of 8175,000 called for bv tbe 
Board of Survey. She would then be valuable 
for service as a cruiser for several years. H er 
past record as A dm iial F arrag u fs flag-ship, 
victorious in battle, both over ironclads and 
torts, not only endears her to the Am erican 
people, but w hen she has outlived her useful­ 
ness as a cruiser she sbonld be preserved as a 
receiviug-ship as a m em orial of her past achieve­ 
m ents. 
Tbe Act, or rather the bill, referred to in the 
report of th e Bureau of Construction, failed ¡o 
become a law, and pending the adoption of any 
legislation in reference to the H artford, her situ­ 
ation has not changed since that_tim e. Very

W a s h in g to n , Angust 16th.—Representa­ 
tive Hayes of Iowa submitted to the House 
a minority report disseuting from the views 
and recommendations of the majority of 
the Committee on Postoffices and Post 
Roads on the anti-lottery b’ll. Hayes says 
the objections to the bill are ; First, that it 
is unconstitutional; second, there is no 
necessity for any such legislation, from the 
fsct that we already have an efficient law 
upon the subject, and we bad better en­ 
force that law before we m ake new legisla­ 
tion ; tbird, the provisions of the bill are 
bad, and even absolutely dangerous, in that 
its tendency is towards centralization and 
an interference with the proper functions 
and powers of the States. It abridges the 
freedom of the press; it gives power of 
espionage to pnbl-c officials as against the 
citizen; 
it provides 
for condemnation, 
without hearing, and makes the whim, 
cjprice or opinion of the Postmaster-Gen­ 
eral good, bad or indifferent, as it may, the 
final judgm ent upon which the rights of 
citizen may depend, and makes him , in 
fact, Judge, jnry and executioner without 
pretense of a hearing.

IN THE SENATE. 
W a s h in g to n , August 16th.—In tlie Senate, this 
m orning, consideration or the river aud harbor 
bill was resum ed, the pending question being 
the am endm ent proposed by Frye to the H ar­ 
lem river item. 
After a long debate the am endm ent offered 
by Hawley was rejected and the am endm ent 
offered yesterday by Frye for drawbridges was 
laid on the table, w ith the understanding that 
the whole question would be determ ined by the 
ConlereLee Committee. 
Various other am endm ents to the river and 
harbor bill were offered and discussed. 
Quay asked unanim ous consent to refer the 
resolution tor a change of the rules so as to 
bring the Senate to a vote on tbe tariff bill on 
tbe 30th of August, and lim it other legistatiou 
to the appropriation bills the public buildings, 
conference reports, etc., but Edmund9 objected, 
and tbe resolution was not received. 
Consideration of the river and harbor bill was 
then proceeded with on the am endm ents of­ 
fered oy individual Senators. 
in the course ot the discussion Edm unds ex­ 
pressed the tdea th at the appropriation in built 
—thirteen millions (half or the am ount carried 
in the bills)—would, w ith the 85,000,000 unex­ 
pended out of the river and harbor bill of 1888, 
be am ply sufficient for all really national works 
of Internal im provem ent. He expected that it 
would turn out th at on the 30th of June. 1891, 
the treasury would be 850.000,000 short, even if 
the duty were not taken off sugar. 
Frye (in charge of the bill) replied to Ed­ 
m unds, and gave some facts and figures to 
prove the im m ense advantage to the com m erce 
of the country w hich had followed the deepen­ 
ing of the rivers and harbors. The arm y en ­ 
gineers In charge of the several works had re­ 
ported that 840.565,000 ought to be au adequate 
appropriation this year for rivers and harbors. 
Tbe c h ie f Engineer had reduced the estim ate 
to 838.532,C00, and to th at Eum was to be added 
88,3:6,000, estim ated for by the Mississippi and 
Missouri River Commissions. 
The pending 
bill covered two years, and if it. did carry 826,- 
COO.OoO, th at was not over one-third of the Chief 
Engineet’s estim ate, and not over one-fonrth of 
th at of the tt e local engineers. 
The bill was then reported to the Senate. All 
the im portant am endm ents adopted by the 
Committee of the Whole were agreed to, and 
tbe bill passed. 
A conference was asked, and Frye, Dolph and 
Ransom were appointed as the conferees. 
I he conference report on the House bill to 
establish a national m ilitary park at the battle­ 
field of Chickam auga was agreed to. 
Quay gave notice of his intention to move for 
a change in the rules, as set out In the resolu­ 
tion which he had to day asked unanim ous cou- 
sent to offer, and said he would not call up the 
motion before Tuesday. 
After an executive session the Senate ad­ 
journed. 
IN THE HOUSE. 
W a s h in g to n . August 16th.—In the House to­ 
day, the Com m ittee on Postoffices and Post 
Roads reported a resolution calling on the Post­ 
m aster-General for 
inform ation 
relative to 
alleged frauds practiced by A. J. W edderbum . 
Adopted. 
The vote then recurred on the Nat McKay 
bill, w hich was passed—yeas, S3; nays, 65—the 
Speaker counting a quorum . 
The Committee on Rules reported a resolu­ 
tion for the im m ediate consideration of the 
anti-lottery bill, the previous question to be 
considered ordered at 4:40 this afternoon. The 
resolution was adopted and the anti-lottery bill 
taken up. 
W ilkiuson of Louisiana, in supporting the 
m easure, adm itted the pollution w hich the 
Louisiana lottery has w rought upon the State. 
The people oi Louisiana looked w ith gladness 
to the tim e when the lotteries would be pic.hib 
ited In th at State, but the revenues to the State 
had been too great to be resisted w ithout a 
struggle. When the Louisiana Legislature m et 
the very elem ents them selves conspired to give 
the Louisiana 
Lottery Company a charter. 
Floods had come down Irom the north and 
west. He had been asked how the Lottery 
Company secured tw o-thirds of the Legislature 
in favor of subm itting the question to the Leg­ 
islature to be held tw o years hence. Every soli­ 
tary Itepublican m em ber had voted in favor of 
th at proposition. There had been other m em ­ 
bers who had thought it their duty to subm it 
the m atter to the people. T hat some mem bers 
of the Legislature had been bought and sold he 
had not a shadow of doubt, but he believed he 
could couDt those m em bers on the fingers of one 
hand. 
Evans, advocating the bill, dropped 
into 
statistics and stated th at the chance of the 
ticket-holder in the Louisiana lottery to draw 
the capital prize was one in 67,005. 
Hansbrough of North Dakota favored the bill. 
Tbe bill then passed w ithout division. 
Hayes of Iowa, w ho had voted in the affirma­ 
tive for th at purpose, entered a m otion to re­ 
consider the vote by w hich the House passed 
the McKay bill. 
Adjourned.

B e r l i n . August 
16th. — The German 
ironclad Irene and tlie imperial yacht Ho- 
henzollern were sighted off Memei this 
morning. 
They stopped 
for 
Em peror 
W illiam ’s dispatches, and then proceeded 
northward for Raval, wh> re they are timed 
to arrive eatiy to-morrow. 
The Russian 
squadron, consisring of 
eighteen v e sse ls, under command of Grand 
Duke A le x is, wiii tire a salute upon the 
arrival of the German vessels. 
Grand 
Duke Vladim ir will receive the Emperor 
upon tbe lending, and the regiment •! 8t. 
Petersburg Grenadiers, of which the Kaiser 
is honorary Colonel, will form the guard of 
honor. 
The Emperor’s stay at Rnval will be 
very brief. Tbe Czar desired that the Em­ 
peror should go straight to St. Petersburg, 
instead uf landing at a place where Ger­ 
man sentim ent continued strong. 
The 
Kaiser was not left in ignorance of the 
Czjr’s wishes, bat having expressed his 
determination to see Raval, in which 
town he was interested, he declined to 
alter the route. 
W hile tbe initial circumstances of the 
Emperor’s entrance into Russia will m ili­ 
tate against monarchism, his meeting with 
the Czar will be in a genuine spirit of cor­ 
diality. 
At noon the Emperor will start for 
Narva. That city is already decorated with 
fiags and garlands. 
The Russian police will enard the ap­ 
proaches to the villa where the meeting 
between Czar and Emperor takes place, ana 
they will be assisted by fifty German 
police. 
Public traffic on the railway coanec'ing 
Narva with St. Petersburg has been sus­ 
pended, and the line will be used solely for 
official business during the coming week. 
The Im perial 
conferences, 
at 
which 
Chancellor Von Caprivi and De Geirs will 
be present, are expected to last over three 
days. If the Emperor fails to persuade the 
Czar toward a perm anent policy of peace 
the conditions can be arranged through a 
revision of tbe Berlin treaty by another 
European Congress. 
Official opinion is 
decided that very rapid developments tend­ 
ing toward a European conflict are certain 
to follow. 
H err Ritter, a Free Conservative member 
of the lower house of the Prussian Diet, in 
a speech to-day said that from personal ob­ 
servation in the State Council be had the 
highest appreciation personally of the E m ­ 
peror. No German devoted him self so ex­ 
clusively, with every fiber of his being and 
all the warmth of bis heart, to inrther 
national welfare. Tbe conciliatory power 
of the Emperor was modifying tbe demands 
ot the workingmen. The work of labor 
was beginning again to bow to the sacred 
ness of law. The Emperor grasped what 
was justifiable in tbe workmen’s demands 
and protected and upheld them . This the 
workingmen themselves recognized, and 
they became willing to co operate with the 
Government to give Germany perm anent 
internal peace. 
The speech will draw the attention of the 
whole country.

B E H R IN G SEA. 


Salisbury W illin g to R efer th e M atter to 
A rb itration . 


L o n d o n , Angust 16:h.—Salisbury's last 
dispatch to Blaine relative to the Betrring 
Sea dispute bears date of August 2d. After 
quoting from historical documents the dis­ 
patch concludes: 
“These show that Eng 
land has refused to adm it aDy part of the 
Rnssian claim, asserted in tbe ukase of the 
21st to the marine jurisdiction and exclu­ 
sive right of fishing throughout the whole 
extent of that claim, from Behring straits 
to the fifty-first parallel; also, that the con­ 
vention of the 25th was regarded by both 
sides as a renunciation on the part of Rus­ 
sia of the claim in its entirety, and that 
though the Behring straits is known and 
specifically provided for, Behring Sea is 
not known by that name. Her Majesty's 
Government always claimed the freedom 
of navigation and the fishing in Behring 
Sea outside the lim it of the m arine league 
from the coast. 
“ It is impossible to adm it that the right 
to fish and catch seals in the high seas can 
be held to be abandoned by the nation 
from the mere fact that for a certain num ­ 
ber of years it has not suited the subjects 
of that nation to exercise snch right. It 
must be remembered that the existence of 
British Columbia as a colony and the de­ 
velopment of the colony’s shipping inter­ 
ests is comparatively recent. 
“If the United States Government con­ 
tinues to differ with Great Britain as to the 
legality of her recent captures, her Majes­ 
ty’s Government is ready to refer the ques­ 
tion, with the issues dependent thereon, to 
an im partial arbitration.” 


ENGLISH COMMENTS. 


L o n d o n , Augnst 16:h.—1The Pall Mall 
Gazette, disenssing the Behring Sea qnes- 
tion, say s: “The foil text of Secretary 
Adams' dispatch to the British Govern­ 
ment does not invalidate Salisbury's argu­ 
ment, which was founded on extracts from 
the dispatch. 
We sre unable to conceive a 
clearer case for arbitration, or to believe 
that the Americans do not approve of arbi­ 
tration.” 
The St. Jam es Gazette attributes Blaine’s 
note to a desire to influence the Irish vote. 


PRESS OPINIONS. 
N ew Y o r k , August 16th.—A Tribune 
London special says : The publication of 
the Behring Sea correspondence is followed 
by two sonorous blasts of the two British 
trumpets, the limes and Standard. They 
both proclaim that Great Britain is entirely 
right and the United 8tates entirely wrong 
in this difficult controversy. 
Both pour 
out scorn on Biaine. The Standard at­ 
tributes to the American Government po­ 
litical motives ia dealiDg with the diplo­ 
matic question, and declares the Irish in 
America to be at the bottom of the whole 
trouble. 
But for the Irish in America the 
United States would abandon tbe preten­ 
sions without a word of plausibility. If 
that be not a sufficient explanation of 
Blaine’s conduct, his "extraordinary devo­ 
tion to the interests of the Alaska Com­ 
mercial Company supplies what is w ant­ 
ing.” Blaine's di'patch is loftily described 
as ill-tempered. 
“The thunders in which 
Mr. Blaine has been dealing are of tbe 
most transparent artificial kind. ’ 
The Times is rather more temperate in 
tone, with the exceptions as to when it de­ 
clares that the conduct of the United States 
Government in rejecting Sir Julian Pannc- 
fote’s modus vivendi in 
instructing a 
United States cruiser to dismantle vessels 
found in the Behring Sea, and in breaking 
off the negotiations as an evidence of ar­ 
bitrariness andcontem pt for reason happily 
rare in the European relations of the pres­ 
ent day. 
The coming into force of the Silver Act 
was sainted by an article in Wednesday’s 
Times. 
Like nearly every financial au­ 
thority in the country, that" journal thinks 
the present silver policy ot America a mis­ 
take. and describes the Act as one which 
“compels the United States Government to 
buy a certain commodity, and to hold it, j 
issuing meantime to the sellers a warrant 
which the public arc compelled to receive 
as money.” Tbe motive f(5r passing it is 
believed not wholly a financial, but a 
political scheme. 


IN TERSTATE COMMERCE.

S a n S a l v a d o r , Augnst 16th.—President 
Ezeta say s: “I have nothing to fear in the 
interior now. Tbe people are unanim ous 
in repelling foreign interference with their 
home business and are perfectly witling to 
fight out the qnestlun with Guatem ala. 
Our arm y on the frontier is 15,000 strong, 
in seven encampments, and is well com­ 
manded by Generals Yrangaray, Zepeda, 
Delgado and other chiefs, A ntonia Ceta 
being the General-in-Chief. The arm y on 
the frontier of H onduras numbers 4,000 
men, commanded by Generals Ferrers, 
Nuila, Molina and Plaza. The Eastern 
frontier is also protected by 2,000 men 
under command of General Moreno. 
I 
have no confidence in the peaceful efforts 
of the Diplomatic Corps, aud soon expect 
the reopeniDg of hostilities. 
I know that 
General B trriilas is gathering troops on 
tbe frontier every day, and I am also pre­ 
paring to receive him . 
My troops arc en­ 
thusiastic and are desirous of engaging in 
battle.” 
ATTtTUDE or HONDURAS. 


C ity o k M e x ic o . A u im -i ltl h —A dis- 
patcti from Tecnjalha 
that in answer 
to General Ezeta’a request that Honduras 
[explain her attitude in rite present diffi­ 
culty, Seror Seeiaya, the Honduras Secre- 
tnrv of Foreign Affaits, has auswered as 
follows: 
“It is true. H onduras placed, and is still 
placing, troops on the Honduras-Salvador 
frontier. This has been done for four rea­ 
sons : 
"F irst—You called to arm s and armed 
Honduras refugees, inciting them to in ­ 
vade Honduras, because H onduras refused 
to recognize the state of affairs brought on 
by General Ezeta in Salvador on the night 
of J une 22d. 
" S to n d —The unjustified, illegal treat­ 
m ent accorded 
to H onduras by 
your 
Government, even to the shooting by order 
of Colonel Bramek of Calixo Accosto, a 
peaceful H onduran, at San Antonio, Mo­ 
rete, which was a flrgrant violation of all 
international right aud law. 
“T hird—Salvador 
suspended without, 
right or justice, all cable communications 
between Honduras and the United States 
and Europe, to the detrim ent of commerce 
and industry. 
“Fourth—Salvador has ordered the sus­ 
pensión of commercial, postal and tele­ 
graph communication between Salvador 
and Honduras. 
"These facts are the cause of the present 
attitude of Honduras, and until Salvador 
changes her tactics, or peace be arranged, 
Honduras as a sister and friend of Guate­ 
mala, will conserve and strengthen the at­ 
titude adopted by Guatemala against Salva­ 
dor.” 
The Guatemalan peace negotiations are 
nearly concluded. 
Everything is quiet. 
There has been only a partial change in 
tbe Cabinet. The rumors of the flight of 
I’resident Barrillas are unfounded.

S a n S a l v a d o r (via La Libertad), August 
16;b.—Reports from the frontier say that 
yesterday the Guatemalan troops fell to 
"fighting among themselves. Tbe result 
was a m utiny, and the troops finally aban­ 
doned their positions. 


A G E N E R A L W A R IM M IN E N T . 
Ctty o f M e x ic o , August 16th.—Central 
American aflairs have undergone another 
change within tbe past twenty-four hours, 
as sudden as many of the volcanic erup­ 
tions that disturb these five republics, 
where peace was yesterday looked upon as 
a foregone conclusion. 
A war cloud again 
hangs over Salvador and Guatemala, and 
perhaps as this is being written a battle is 
being fought. 
The armistice which ha? prevailed be­ 
tween these two countries for the last few 
weeks, as if by m utual consent, is again to 
be broken. The negotiations for peace, 
which were expected to be brought abont 
by the mediation of the diplomatic corps 
resident in Guatemala, have filien to tbe 
ground, and war will go on until either 
* 
Salvador or Guatemala is conquered. From 
present appearances other Central Ameri­ 
can countries will be driven into the con­ 
tes , and eventually it will be Salvador, 
Costa Rica and Nicaragua against Guate­ 
mala.

No doubt they were 
fortunate enough to render tbe man sense­ 
less at tbe first blow, just as they wonld 
have done if they had struck him on the 
head and back with a red hot hammer, bnt 
there was found no mark of the electrical 
current in or through the viscera of the 
body. The mau was killed by coDcussion 
of the brain and the explosion within the 
closed cavity of the skull, just as one may 
be killed by apoplexy or sunstroke.”
